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Council Passes Resolution Opposing 
Personal Property Tax Exemptions

A bill currently in front of the Michi- 


- gan House of Representatives drew a 


mixed reaction from Romulus City Coun- 
cil members during their April 5 meeting. 

The bill, HB 4234, would make the 
first $7,500 of a business's personal 
property exempt from taxes. Because 
passage ofthe bill could cost the City up 
to $72,500 in revenue annually, asses- 
sor Julie Albert urged Council to send 
Lansing a resolution opposing it. 

Chairman Pro Tem Debbie Romak 
admitted to conflicting feelings about 
the bill. She doesn't like to see the City 
lose money, but also believes that local 
business owners need a break. 

"You know, we're all starving for 
jobs andsmall business ... and [this bill] 
gives the small businessman an oppor- 
tunity to get through the hard times," 
said Romak, who pointed out that mom- 
and-pop establishments don't receive 
breaks like the property tax abatements 
often enjoyed by big business. 

Councilman Bill Crova, however, 
views the personal property tax as an 
opportunity to collect tax money from 
companies at Detroit Metro Airport. 

"One of the primary sources [of 
revenue] that we receive out of Metro- 
politan Airport is personal property tax,” 
Crova explained. "All of the businesses 
that are there are exempt from our city 
taxes because of the fact that they're on 
county land. But personal property taxes 
[are] a funding source back to the City. 

.. If, in fact, the personal property tax 
was relieved, itwould relieve those large 
corporations atthe airport of the respon- 
sibility of sharing in part of our tax bill." 

Councilman LeRoy Burcroff identi- 
fied what he sees as an additional "con- 
flict" related to support of HR 4234. He 
reminded his colleagues that the City 
just participated in a training program, 
funded by a grant from the Michigan 
Department of Treasury, to improve its 
capture of personal property taxes from 
local businesses. 

Crova's resolution to oppose the 
bill, seconded by Burcroff, was passed 
with support from Councilmen Mike 
Prybyla and Bill Wadsworth. Romak 
opposed the resolution, while Council- 
man Charles Miller abstained from the 
vote. Council chairman Randy Gear was 
again excused for military duty.

City Releases Master Plan Draft 

Atlong last, the City of Romulus has 
released a draft of its master plan forthe 
public's perusal. Council's unanimous 
vote to make the draft available will give 
interested parties plenty of time to famil- 
iarize themselves with the document 
and prepare their comments for the req- 
uisite public meeting to be held this 
summer. 

Councilman Crova, a member of 
the steering committee that has been 
discussing the master plan since No- 
vember 2002, said that the draft docu- 
ment reflects a lot of hard work from 
people committed to updating the cur- 
rent plan, which has been in effect since 
the early 1980s. 

Councilman Burcroff, another of the 
steering committee members, urged 
residents to examine the draft and take 
part in the decision-making process. 

"It's not a perfect document; | don't 
think there ever would be a perfect 
document," he acknowledged. "... If you 
see something in it that you don't like, 
we do want [your] comments." 

Public Input Sought on Request for 
Tax Abatement 

The City of Romulus will hear com- 
ments regarding Lear Corporation's re- 
quest for an "industrial facilities exemp- 
tion certificate" during a public hearing 
to be held at Romulus City Hall (11111 
South Wayne Road) on Monday, May 
10, at 6:30 p.m. 

The meeting date was announced 
during the Council's regular meeting of 
Monday, April 12.

Lear is asking the City to granta 12- 
year abatement on $5,589,400 worth of 
new equipment that would be used to 
produce seats for Daimler-Chrysler's 
Dodge Dakota and Ram trucks. 

The company maintains that ap- 
proval of the abatement will result in the 
retention of 340 current jobs as well as 
the addition of 150 new jobs within the 
next two years. 

Rezoning Proposal Denied 

During its April 12 meeting, the 
Romulus City Council considered and 
denied RKA Petroleum's request to re- 
zone 1.59 acres of property, located at 
the northwest corner of Wick and Mid- 
diebelt roads, to allow the construction 
of a gasoline service station with an 
accompanying convenience store. 

The decision was made in accor- 
dance with the unanimous recommenda- 
tion of the Planning Commission, which 
expressed concerns regarding traffic 
congestion and inconsistencies with the 
master plan, among other matters. 

Martin Parker, senior manager of 
traffic engineering for Wade Trim, spoke 
on behalf of the applicant, reporting the 
conclusions of his own traffic impact 
analysis. Parker acknowledged thattraf- 
fic at the intersection is already con- 
gested, but argued that adding the new 
development would not significantly in- 
crease the load, He statedhis belief that 
most customers wouldcome from “pass- 
by traffic" — traffic already traveling the 
roads to other primary destinations —so 
additional impact would be minimal.

Councilman Burcroff, wno eventu- 
ally seconded Councilman Crova's 
motion to deny the rezoning request, 
remained skeptical. 

"The number | heard from (I believe 
it was) Wayne County is that that's 
either the number-one or number-two 
highest volume intersection in Wayne 
County," Burcroff noted. "It's definitely a 
major problem area for us." 

Burcroff said he found it difficult to 
see how the ingress and egress of 
numerous vehicles — as many as 200 
per hour, according to Parker's esti- 
mate — could fail to slow traffic. 

“I'm not sure that | really buy how 
that's not going to impact the flow." 

Council's resolution to deny RKA 
Petroleum's request for rezoning passed 


City Rezones Property 

Additional actions taken during the 
Council's April 12 meeting included the 
rezoning of approximately 54 acres of 
property bounded by Smith Road to the 
north, Middlebelt to the east, I-94 to the 
south, and Hudson to the west. 

The City-initiated request for a 
change from the current BT (business 
transitional) zoning to RC (regional cen- 
ter) was explained by city planner Cyn- 
thia Lyon, AICP. 

“When the zoning ordinance was 
amended ... in June of 2001, there was 
an elimination of the BT (business tran- 
sitional) district from the zoning ordi- 
nance," Lyon said. "However, it was not 
eliminated from all the parcels that were 
zoned BT on the zoning map. 

"What we're finding is that, with 


inquiries, we have difficulty telling a 
developer or property owner what they 
can or can't do with their property when 
there are no regulations in the zoning 
ordinances,” she added. 

Lyon estimated that about 65% of 
the property is currently owned by 
Wayne County. Other owners include 
the estate of Wendell Flynn, the City of 
Romulus, and various individuals. 

Councilman Burcroff's motion to 
rezone the property, seconded by Coun- 
cilman Crova, received unanimous 
approval. LJ

Remembering Franzi 


a tribute from her son, Richard Kruse 


In 2001, at the age of 92, my mother 
came to live with me. | was not aware at 
the time how much my mother's life 
would change my own. 

My home is on a private lake, and 
this was aconstant source of joy for my 
mother. Our living room has a large 
picture window that looks out onto the 
lake. My mother would look forward to 
the seasons changing with a childlike 
wonder. She especially liked spring, 
when the flowers bloomed ana the gos- 
lings and ducklings had their first swim 
after winter. In spite of her age, she was 
an avid gardener, pulling weeds and 
clipping blooms to decorate our house. 
She walked out onto the dock to feed the 
fish and to watch the ducks and geese 
glide along the water. She commented 
often on the beauty aroundher, and she 
made it more beautiful by being there. 

Inside the house, my mother be- 
came my mom all over again. Despite 
the fact that we have weekly house 
care, she insisted on cleaning up, in- 
cluding laundry and making the beds. 
No matter how many times she was 
asked to stop doing this, she refused. 
These jobs made her happy, and even 
her walker was not enough of a barrier 
to keep her from taking care of herhome 
and taking care of me. } 

My mother was an accomplished 
pen pal. She regularly wrote to her 
brother in Germany, and sent money to 
her church and to her Christian 
Children's Fund sponsored child. Ev- 
eryone who wrote to her got a letter in 
return. Christmas cards were a big deal 
and were sent each year. Our shelves 
would be crowded with the many cards 
her friends would send in return. 

During her time in Michigan, she 
created a full life that included the love

and support of many people she was 
proud to have as friends. Those who 
had not met my mother before she was 
into her nineties were now throwing her 
birthday parties, visiting her at home, 
and inviting her into their lives. My mother 
loved to be with people, so having oth- 
ers in her life meant a great deal to her. 
We were both invited to holiday func- 
tions at the homes of the Fortunes and 
the Baleses, two families who contrib- 
uted a great deal to my mother's happi- 
ness here. Even while in the nursing 
home, she earned the friendship of other 
patients, and was appreciated by doc- 
tors and staff. There is no place in 
existence where my mother spent time 
that she didn't make lasting friendships.
